The brochure circulated throughout the town is the joint 
recommendation of the school board and building committee, 

The group believed that the ultimate solution of the housing prob- 
lem would involve an assembly hall.

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REPORT OF HELPING TEACHER 


Curriculum development and classroom visits are two of 
the areas of the work for the helping teacher. Both areas are 
attempts to help pupils obtain a better education and that is the 
general aim of the position. These are the only areas to be dis- 
cussed in this report. 


CURRICULUM -- Classroom observations and the study of stand- 
ardized test results are made each year along with a study of the 
needs of the youngsters. The results show the areas of study in 
which we must strive for improvements. Basic minimum standards 
for each grade and subject were determined and copies distributed 
to all teachers. Additional curriculum bulletins, notes, or units, 
were developed for English in grades 7 and 8, history and geogra- 
phy in grades 4, 5, and 8, grade 6, nutrition, filmstrips and films 
available on loan, and monthly bulletins. A start was made ona 
guide toeliminate some duplication in science demonstrations and 
to help develop a stronger program in the basic units. Copies 
were given to the principals. 


CLASSROOM VISITS -- As in previous years, most of the school 
day is spent in the various classrooms of the supervisory union. 
All classrooms are visited, but those with teachers who are new to 
the system and grades in which special curriculum work is being 
attempted receive a greater number of visits. 


I would like to see more attention given to individuals during 
the regular school day to prevent the growth of the number of young- 
sters with problems as well as to help those youngsters in need of 
enrichment material. However, the achievement test results for the 
1958-59 school year showed the average of class media to be about 
standard. We wish to see these results bettered, but I believe the 
large class enrollments and the many double grades have tended to 
keep teachers from gaining better results. 


Visits to classrooms are made primarily to be of service to 
the teacher by helping her in her programs, lesson plans, methods, 
curriculum problems, enrichment materials, special problems, 
demonstration lessons and testing.

The enrollment continues to increase. The actual en- 
rollment for the past'five years on January 15th is as follows: 


1960 - 374 
1959 - 356 
1958 - 341 
1957 - 329 
1956 - 324 


In the past two years the enrollment has increased by 33 
pupils. We are now considerably beyond the capacity of the build- 
ing if the optimum results are to be obtained. 


The same trend is evidenced in the enrollment at second- 
ary level. 


1960 - 105 
1959 - 106 
1958 - 93 
1957 - 86 


The ‘last two years are approximately the same but there 
is an increase of 20 over the enrollment three years ago. 
this period the state average (tuition liability) increased to $388. 
This accounts for an increase greater than $8,000.00 in the bud- 
get because the tuition of the first 86 pupils has also increased. 
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The turnover in staff was rather startling. Only 4 of the 
11 teachers who started the year in September of 1958 returned 
to start this year. The causes for the resignations were varied. 
At least four of the seven could be attributed to economic rea- 
sons. The other three were for professional or geographic rea- 
sons. 


In view of the fact that state averages are considerably 
higher than those figures, geographic location and working con- 
ditions (excluding class size) are factors which permit staffing 
as adequately as we do. 


Currently the situation warrants adding at least one 
teacher. If the room were available, this ‘could easily be in- 
creased to four so that the lower three grades would have two 
sections each. The need for an expansion of facilities is evi- 
dent if the Londonderry children are to have educational oppor- 
tunities equivalent to those of children in other New Hampshire 
communities. 


The problems of education are not easily solved. Con- 
cerned as education is with problems that touch the lives of so 
many people the solutions have to be a process of evolution not 
revolution. The greatest problem is an economic one. In- 
creased enrollments mean greater capital outlay and greater 
operational costs. These operational costs affect all areas - 
Instruction, teachers salaries, books, supplies, and other ex- 
penses, all increase in direct ratio to the number of pupils. 
Operation and maintainence of school plant too increases in 
direct ratio to the size of the building. This, of course, must 
be dependent upon the increased size of plant due to increased 
numbers. Auxiliary activities generally will show the greatest 
increase as school population increases. This is due to the 
fact that high school tuition is now so high that the addition of 
one pupil can increase this item by $400. An increase of 10 
could mean a budgetary increase of $4,000.00. 


In reviewing this years proposed budget the increases 
are practically all attributable to increased pupil load. 


The building committee and school board have worked 
to provide some solution to the housing problem which the 
district can act on at the district meeting. 


The work of this committee displayed the same coop- 
erative spirit as is evidenced in so many ways in the work of 
the school. The cooperation of officials, citizens, parents, 
teachers and pupils makes possible many educational advances. 
It is pleasant to attempt to solve the educational problems in 
such a climate.
